haven in China. The threatened in- 
vasion of that country by" brewers 
has caused a storm of -protests to be 
filed with the United States Ambas- 
sador Paul S. Reinsch, formerly of 
this city, by American residents of 
China, and the Chinese themselves. 
Recently, the Americans of the Nan 
king district held a protest meeting 
and handed Ambassador Reinsch the 
following; letter which they declared 
they believed the Chinese sentiment: 


"Having learned with deep con- 


cern that the American Brewers''as- 
sociation, now virtually deprived ^of 
its business in America by the peo- 
ple and' tlie government of the Unit- 
ed States, and seeking other fields 
foi> 
exploitation, is planning to 


transfer- its activities ,to China, 
American residents of Nanking most 
strenuously and urgently request 
that you, representing America, in 
China, bring every legitimate influ- 
ence to bear both upon the American 
government and upon the republic of 
China to make. this contemplated de- 
bauching of a weak and helpless "peo- 
ple impossible. 


"We believe that tte vast majority 


of American residents in China and 
the great mass of Chinese people 
will regard 
the . 'establishing 
of 


American breweries and similar in- 
dustries forbidden by law in Ameri- 
ca, in "this land, as a decidedly uii- 
friendly act toward China, and that 
it will .be helpless and hopeless in 
opposing the brewery forces and. oth- 
er vices; with this co-operation she 
will effectively ward off this great 
danger to her future manhood. We. 
bslieve -America has no right to im- 
pose this additional handicap upon 
China 'in this hour, when she gives 
promise of grappling with her al- 
ready many evils and her perplcxin 
problems.' 


"The United States is now regard 


ed widely in China as the champio 
of right and the liberties of oppress 
ed peoples. 
She manifestly has a 


s-crcd duty to China in- helping t 
protect her from a business no long 
cr tolerated in her own country, am 
that will bring the worst forms o 
oppression."

(tobacco prices in this communit 
j were laid to Brazil having dumped 
1 quantity of tobacco on ftie marke 
The Gazette telegraphed to the set 
retary of agriculture, asking if ther 
was any foundation for the repor 
The answer received today follows 


"Your telegram of the 10th instan 


was duly received. 
I note you 


statement that tobacco buyers 
your district, where there are abou 
2,000 tobacco growers, claim that be 
cause Brazil has placed upon foreig 
markets its tobacco crops which hav 
been accumulating for four years 
the demand for Wisconsin tobacc 
has decreased to such an extent tha 
buyers refused to buy from th 
growers. 
I note also your state 


ment that the price in the WisconsI 
district referred to has droppe 
from around 30 cents a pound to 2 
cents a pound and that the buyer 
claim the price will bo lower. 


"You ask whether there is an 


foundation for the statement tha 
the Brazilian crop has had an effec 
upon the United States market. 


"This department has no informr 


tion to indicate that the shipment t 
Europe of accumulated stocks o 
Brazil tobacco had an unfavorab? 
effect on the market for domesti 
cigar leaf. 
The annual pre-war ex 


ports of tobacco from Brazil hav 
averaged about 60,000,000 pounds 
the great bulk of which went to Ger 
many. 
As is well known, normal!;, 


our domestic cigar leaf is practicalh 
all used in domestic. manufacture 
although during the war consider 
able quantities of 'cigar tobacco, es 
pecially the lower grades have bee: 
exported. 
On the other hand, ou 


leading., export .types of. tobacco ar 
selling at very high prices and obvi 
ously export 
demands, present o 


prospective, are the leading factor ii 
the high prices, at least, in the cas 
of the fire-cured types. 
Should th 


existing high price for the expor 
types continue, it would not be sur 
prising 'if considerable quantities o 
"gar leaf should be diverted to ex 
port purposes. In fact, it is under 
stood that current reports indicat 
that such a movement is already un 
der way. 
In brief, it does not ap 


pear probable that exports of Brazi 
tobacco to Europe could depress th

These latter are outcast nations and 
presumably include the central pow- 
ers and their allies in the war. 


"Thus a league of .nations in the 


sense of all the nations is not cre- 
ated by this document nor are the 
states members of the league treat- 
ed as equals. 


"The term league is a misnomer 


in another and really, vital matter. 
For a league connotes a confedera- 
tion, and a confederation implies a 
right . in the . several parties 
to 


withdraw at their will. But there 
is no right of secession wjthin the 
four corners of this .covenant. On 
the other'.'hand the association here 
provided for.is a.unipn in the full, 
sense of that.'term -AS. applied ^to our 
,;own political .institutions: < Once in 
this union and -we' remain there no 
'matter ,how onerous'-, its - gigantic 
Burdehs'may become.' 


"No matter:- ho-w 'great the! dis- 


"taste arid revulsion our people may 
have-for it, we-., must, rcma.n mem- 
bers-until either we persuade all the
